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DECLARATION OF ALAN J. LESZINSKE

I, Alan J. Leszinske, declare the following: 

I am a founder and president of Complex Light Valve Corporation ("Complex") and 
TecMed, Incorporated ("TecMed"), corporations of the State of New Mexico. 

For a period of time Garth W. Gobeli ("Gobeli") was employed in a technical capacity by 
Complex and TecMed. Gobeli was named as the sole inventor in patent application serial No. 
08/873,999, filed June 12, 1997 which issued as patent No. 6,246,893 on June 12, 2001. 

The development of a hostile relationship between Gobeli and other employees of 
Complex and TecMed resulted in the termination of Gobeli 's employment in November, 1997. 

Following termination of employment Gobeli refused to participate in ongoing patent 
related matters although he did execute an assignment of the 08/873,999 patent application in 
2001, but only after being threatened with a law suit to force compliance with his employment 
agreement. 

An audit of the patent portfolio of Complex and TecMed in 2003 revealed that I should 
have been named as a co-inventor of patent 6,246,893. Reissue application Serial No. 
10/725,360 was filed on December 1, 2003 to correct inventorship in patent 6,246,893. 

The decision to proceed by way of reissue under 35 U.S.C. 251 and 37 C.F.R. 1.172 was 
made in the belief that no statement regarding correction of inventorship could be obtained from 
named inventor Gobeli as required by 35 U.S.C. 256 and 37 C.F.R. 1.324. The present 
whereabouts of Gobeli are not known and, if he could be found, his past conduct strongly 
suggests that he would not agree to submit a statement either agreeing to the change of 
inventorship or that he has no disagreement in regard to the change.
